Homecoming festivities. Perhaps they will serve as a good omen for Coach Wayne McConnell's Tigers to extend 
their winning streak to four straight. 

Even though the visiting Gorillas haven't won since their season's opener against Northeast Missouri State, 
they are a tough obstacle in the Tiger's path. It's easy to recollect that this is the same Pittsburg team that was 
unbeaten in ten starts last season en route to the CIO and NAIA championships.

The "Busch" Gross Award 


One of the many highlights of the 1958 Homecom- 
ing: is the annual presentation of the “Busch" Gross 
Award to the outstanding senior athlete from the 1957- 
58 school year. The presentation of the plaque will take 
place prior to the opening kickoff of today's game be- 
tween Fort Hays State and Pittsburg State, 


The recipient of the award is selected by a commit- 
tee on the basis of leadership, scholarship, citizenship, 
and ability. 


The award is named for the school's athletic direc- 
tor, Paul “Busch" Gross who has been on the faculty at 
Fort Hays State for 28 years. “Busch" starred on the 
college's championship football teams of 1917, 1919, 
1920, and 1921. He returned to his alma mater in 1930 
as head basketball coach and he has been Director of 
Athletics since 1935.
